Masterly . seamanship by the 
captain and officers of both ships 
prevented disaster, for there was a 
heavy swell, and the rolling might 
have proved fatal If the lifeboats 
had all been launched. 

‘A. curious «feature .was that 
water entering the Tahiti through 
the tail shaft tunnel finally flood- 
ed the forward holds, carrying the

“The bulkheads .‘were ‘giving 
way and water rose to the ‘tween 
decks, scarcely 16 .ft..from the 
main deck,” ‘said Mr. E. L. 
Watkins, of San Francisco, who 
described the last hours aboard the 
Tahiti. ‘ 

“A great good fortune attended 
ug in this curios business which 
might easily hav been a terrible 
disaster,” said Mr. Watkins. “Be- 
fore the days of wireless. the Tahiti 
would probably just have disap- 
peared, and it would have been a 
miracle if any of her passengers or 
crew had reached the shore. ‘ 

“We passed three days of dread-. 
ful anxiety. For 36 hours we did 
not know at what moment we 
should have té take to the - boats.

_ Any device or. design that would 
“get more distance” waa in the old 
days heralded, as'a sensational 
plece of news. To-day “more dis- 
tance," which in a radié set means 
more sensitivity, means more noise 
than music. Sets can easily, be 
made which theoretically will 
reach ‘out unbelievable distances, 
byt in practice the many ‘electrical 
noises occurring between the 
stations-and the set prevent tho 
use of auch recelvors. , , ; 

«Manufacturers who’ have turned 
out auper-sensitive , receivers, 
thinking, they ‘were giving the 
public what it wants, found that 
same public turning om them and 
declaring their seta were “no good” 
because they were too nojay. Thus 
the practical aside of set design 
begins to dominate the purely 
theoretical engineering considera- 
tions in radio, which means the 
sets for the coming year will pro- 
bably be less sensitive than some 
produced last.year. 


Little Change in Design. 
Another feature brought out in

Automatic Tone Control.
